..atcr  Supplies. 

The  rural  district  is  in  the  northern  division  of  the  Nest  Nil to  Water 
Board,  and  the  following  figures,  for  which  I  an  grateful,  are  taken  from  the  report  of 
the  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  year  ended  31st  Ilarch,  1965.  The  water  supply  to  the 
rural  district  has  been  sufficient  in  quantity  save  for  the  parish  of  Bratton.  The 
Engineer  states  that  due  to  lack  of  winter  rainfall  the  supply  from  the  spring  source 
at  Bratton  reduced  to  less  than  demand;  at  the  same  tine  a  series  of  burst  mains  occurred 
which  caused  failure  of  the  supply  to  high  level  areas  on  and  off  for  several  days. 

This  perennial  problem  will  bo  cured  by  the  Senington  High  Pressure  main  which, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  was  approaching  Nest  Ashton  where  a  connection  to 
the  Bratton  zone  will  be  made.

The  nain  supply  to  the  village  of  Chitteme  is  under  the  control  of  the  bar 
Department  and  negogiations  still  continue  for  the  supply  to  be  taken  over  oy  the 
Vest  Walts  Water  Board.  Sanples  were  taken  each  nonth  from  each  of  the  two  supplies  of 
treated  water.  The  results  were  satisfactory  until  August  when^colif  orris  were 
demonstrated.  In  September  the  pollution  was  worse  and  Type  1  .A.  coli.  was  in  evidence. 
Few  coliforms  were  demonstrated  in  October  and  sterilization  was  successful  in  November. 

Mains  are  now  being  laid  by  the  water  board  in  the  parish  of  Heywood  previously 
supplied  from  the  Brittle  Springs  under  the  control  of  the  Consumers’  Association. 

Finally,  with  regard  to  water  supplies  the  Ministry  ask  for  the  number  of 
dwe 1 1 inghous e s  and  the  number  of  the  population  supplied  from  public  water  mains  (i) 
direct  to  the  houses,  and  (ii)  by  means  of  standpipes.  (This  information  is  given 
separately  in  respect  of  each  parish  in  the  Rural  District) .

In  general  the  Act  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  employees  in  the  "Sweat 
Parlours"  of  larger  towns,  in  rural  districts  it  seems  odd  that  an  employer  will  have 
to  comply  rigidly  with  some  of  the  requirements  when  the  employee  is  almost  one  of  the 
family;  using  the  lounge  at  the  rear  of  the  shop  when  not  actually  working  in  the  shop 
itself.  In  some  instances  these  employees  use  the  amenities  afforded  by  the  private 
dwelling  and  in  one  case  "she  even  has  a  bath  when  she  wonts  it". 

MILK 


During  this  twelve  months  228  samples  of  raw  T.T.  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  the  statutory  methylene  blue  test,  seventeen  of  which  failed.  All  the  eighty-five 
samples  of  milk  subjected  to  biological  examination  for  Tuberculosis  and  brucella  Abortus 
proved  to  be  negative.  Of  the  forty-six  samples  of  Heat  Treated  milk  which  were  examined 
only  two  failed  to  satisfy  the  requirements. 

Eighty-five  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  dairys  of  Producer/Retailers 
and  Cold  Rooms  of  the  dealers  in  Heat  Treated  milk. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


During  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen,  the  following  up  of  suspect 
corned  beef  was  carried  out  by  tho  department.  This  gave  the  Inspector's  a  further 
opportunity  to  impress  on  the  food  traders  tho  necessity  of  proper  stock  rotation. 

On  a  number  of  occasions  during  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  attention 
of  shop-keepers  to  the  proper  storage  of  frozen  foods.  Tho  overloading  of  frozen  food 
cabinets  is  a  constant  problem  and  only  by  regularly  drawing  the  attention  of  the  shop¬ 
keepers  to  this  matter  is  any  progress  achieved. 

HOUSING

Flats  at  Chitterno,  the  houses  and  flats  at  Codford  and  the  houses  and  old 
people's  bungalows  at  Heytesbury  were  completed  during  the  year.

The  number  of  private  houses  under  construction  continued  to  rise,  and  as 
reported  last  year  the  enforcement  of  the  Building  Byelaws  and  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Acts  in  respect  of  this  development  took  up  a  great  deal  of  tine.  One  hundred  and  one 
houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  one  hundred  and  ten  wore  under  construction  at 
the  end  of  December,  1964. 

(c)  Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  fifty-four  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary 
Grants  totalling  £17,602  and  twenty-seven  houses  wore  improved  with  the  aid  of  Standard 
Grants  totalling  £3,371  17s.  Od.

CONTROL  OF  VERKIN  AMD  VERHINOUS  1REKISES. 

In  addition  to  his  normal  duties  the  rodent  operator  regularly  sprayed  both 
refuse  tips  to  control  any  nuisance  from  flies. 

Ten  properties  were  treated  for  infestations  of  flies,  fleas  and  beetles  and 
three  wasps'  nests  and  one  hornet's  nest  in  building  were  destroyed. 

As  a  result  of . complaints  from  adjoining  houses  about  excessive  flies,  one  of 
my  Inspectors  traced  the  source  to  a  near-by  pultry  farm  where  an  intensive  method  of 
rearing  was  practised.  The  owner  was  instructed  to  disinfect  his  building  and  take  steps 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  nuisance.  Subsequent  visits  made  to  the  premises  showed 
that  a  groat  improvement  had  been  effected.
